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JOURNAL OF THE HOUSE. 


THIRD SESSION. 


House or ASSEMBLY, 
Borse Orry, Monday, December 4th, 1865. 


The third session of the Legislative Assembly met in accordance 
with law at the above time and place. 


In the absence of the Chief or Assistant Clerks, the House was 
called to order by Mr. Blakely, Speaker of the last House. 


On motion of Mr. Beatty, J. B. Pierce was nominated Speaker, 
pro tem. 


Carried. 


On motion of Mr. Campbell, F. W. Bell, of Idaho City, was 
nominated Chief Clerk, pro tem. 
Carried. 


On motion of Mr. Beatty, R. H. Lindsay, of Ada County, was 
nominated Assistant Clerk, pro tem. 
Carried. 


Stephen Malonery was elected, by acclamation, as Sergeant-at- 
Arms, pro tem. 


On motion of Mr. Sayrs, B. Triest, of Idaho City, was nomi- 
nated as Door-Keeper, pro tem. 


On motion of Mr. Agnew, J. Shea, of Boise City, was nominated 
as Door-Keeper, pro tem. 
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Triest receiving the largest number of votes, was declared elected. 


By request of the Speaker, a roll of the House was prepared by 
the Clerk, the followiag Members handing in their credentials. 


H. Allen, F. Campbell, M. G. Looney, I. L. Tiner, J. Carr, J. 
B. Pierce, C. D. Sayrs, from Boise County ; J. D. Agnew, M. 
Smythe, M. R. Jenkins, from Ada County; E. T. Beatty, B. 
Crosson, of Alturas County ; J. W. Carter, D. P. Barnes, E. J. 
Worley, from Owyhee County ; and Alex. Blakely, J. A. Ripson, 
from Idaho County, each answering to their names, as called. 


On motion of Mr. Beatty, the House took a recess of one hour, 
for the purpose of enabling the Clerks to prepare blanks for taking 
the oath of allegiance and office. 


Pursuant to adjournment, the House reassembled at two o’clock. 


Whereupon the oath of allegiance and office was administered to 
the Members, all and severally, by M. Kelly, Associate Justice 
of Idaho Territory. 


On motion of Mr. Beatty, the House adopted the Rules of last 
session, until further action. 


On motion of Mr. Beatty, the Sergeant-at-Arms was directed to 
procure a copy of the Statutes and Journals of last session for each 
Member of this House. 


On motion of Mr. Blakely, the House adjourned till the fifth 
inst., at eleven o’clock. 


HOUSE. 


Tuespay, December 5th, 1865. 


The House met pursuant to adjotrnment. 

The Olerk having called the roll, all the members answered to 
their names. 

The Clerk read the Journal of the preceding day, which was 
adopted.

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On motion-of Mr. Beatty, the House proceeded to select a 
Speaker. 


Mr. Beatty placed in nomination Mr. Alex. Blakely, of Idaho 
County, who was elected by all the votes in the House, excepting 
one, he (Mr. Blakely) voting for Mr. Beatty as Speaker. 


On motion of Mr. Beatty, a committee of two was appointed by 
the Speaker, pro tem., to conduct the Speaker elect to the Chair. 


In conformity with the above motion, the Chair appointed, +o 
compose that Committee, Messrs. Beatty and Campbell. 


The Speaker elect, being conducted to the Chair, addressed the 
House as follows. 


Gentlemen of the House of Representatives : 


You will permit me to return you my most sincere and heartfelt- 
thanks for the honor you have, with such unanimity, conferred upon 
me. While presiding over your deliberations, I shall be governed 
by motives of strict justice and impartiality. The good order and 
decorum of this body rests with you, and I humbly ask your kind 
indulgence and aid. Our session is limited by the Organic Act to 
forty days, a short time in which to perform any considerable amount 
of well digested legislation ; therefore, you will allow me to say that 
the labor needed at your hands will require some degree of industry. 
We have but little influence in directing the current of national 
affairs or politics, but we can, on this dccasion, rejoice that peace 
again smiles upon the land, and express our earnest hope that the 
reconstruction policy, naw in pregress, will soon bring content and 
prosperity to all parts of the Union. 

Again, gentlemen, allow me to express my grateful thanks for. 
the honor this day conferred. 


The House then proceeded to the election of a Chief Clerk. 


Mr. Pierce put in nomination F. W. Bell, of Boise County, who 
was declared unanimoysly elected.

Mr. Beatty then nominated R. H. Lindsay, of Ada County, as 
aha Clerk, who was also declared the unanimous choice of the 
ouse. ; : 


Mr. Looney nothinated Charles Stewart, ‘of Boise County, ‘for 
Sergeant-at-Arms, and he, also, was declared unanimously’ electéd. 
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Mr. Crosson nominated J. H. Slater as Enrolling Clerk, who 
was unanimously elected. 


Mr. Sayrs nominated J. J. McConnell as Engrossing Clerk, 
whose election was also unanimous. 


Mr. Beatty nominated J. Shea, of Ada County, as Door Keeper, 


who was also the unanimous choice of the House. A 


Mr. Beatty placed in nomination Master C. W. Le Burr as Page, 
and his election was declared unanimous. 


On motion of Mr. Beatty that the Speaker appoint a Porter for 
the House, B. Triest was appointed by the Speaker as such Porter. 


On motion of Mr. Beatty, the Sergeant-at-Arms was directed to 
procure Wells, Fargo & Co.’s and postoffice envelopes to the amount 
of five dollars, for each member of the House. 


On motion of Mr. Beatty, the Sergeant-at-Arms was also directed 
to procure five newspapers for each member, such as the members 
may severally direct. 


On motion of Mr. Beatty, the Clerk was directed to inform the 
President of the Council that the Assembly is now ready to proceed 
with the business of the session. 


On motion of Mr. Allen, a committee of three was appointed by 
the Chair to act in conjunction with a like committee from the Coun- 
cil, for the purpose of waiting on the Governor and informing him 
that the Assembly and Council were duly organized and ready to 
proceed to business. 


In conformity with the above motion, the Chair appointed, as 
such committee, Messrs. Allen, Agnew, and Ripson. 


On motion of Mr. Pierce that the Chair appoint a committee of 
three on rules and regulations, the Speaker appointed the following 
members as such committee: Messrs. Pierce, Allen, and Beatty. 


On motion of Mr. Beatty, the above committee were directed to 
act in joint committee with one from the Council. $ 


The oath of allegiance and office was then administered by the 
Speaker to the following officers of the House.

Mr. Sayrs requested leave of absence until the hour of meeting 
on the sixth inst., which was granted. 


On motion of Mr. Beatty, at half past twelve o’clock, the House 
took a recess till three o’clock, P.M. 


THREE 0’CLOCK, P.M. 


House reassembled, and the Clerk having read the roll, all the 
members answered to their names, with the exception of Mr. 
Sayrs, who was absent on leave. 


On motion of Mr. Beatty, the Sergeant-at-Arms was directed to 
request Judge McBride to visit the House and administer the oath 
of office to the Speaker. 


On motion of Mr. Beatty, the Sergeant-at-Arms was directed to 
procure a room in which the Enrolling and Engrossing Clerks can 
discharge the duties of their office with expedition. 


Hon. John R. McBride, Chief Justice of Territory of Idaho, ad- 
ministered the oath of office to the Speaker, after which, on motion 
of Mr. Beatty, the House adjourned till eleven o’clock to-morrow.

At twelve o’clock, on motion of Mr. Beatty, the House adjourned 
until two o’clock, P.M.

And further, that all other rules be numbered accordingly, and 
that Rule fourteenth be amended by adding a Committee on En- 
rolled Bills, and that the same be the eleventh committee in order. 
Also, by adding a Committee on Territorial Affairs; also, one on 
mileage. . 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Petitions, Memorials, and other papers addressed to the House, 

shall be presented by the Speaker, or by a Member, in his place. 

` A brief statement of the contents thereof shall be made verbally by 

the introducer. They shall not be debated on the day of their being 

pregented, but shall liè on the table, or be referred as the House 
shall determine. 
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IV. 


BILLS. 


Every bill shall be introduced by giving at least one day’s notice, 
or by the leave of two-thirds of the House; except such bill shall 
bè introduced by a committee, or in accordance with a rule of the 
House. :

Every bill shall receive three readings, previous to its passage. 
The Speaker shall give notice at such reading whether it be the 
first, second, or third reading. The first and second shall be on 
the same day, unless an objection is interposed. No bill shall be 
amended or committed until twice read. The first reading of a 
bill shall be for information, and, if opposition be made to it, the 
question shall be, “ Shall the bill be rejected ?”” If no objection be 
made, or if the question to reject be negatived, the bill shall then 
take the usual course. 


VI. 
DUTIES OF THE SPEAKER. 


He shall take the chair precisely at the hour appointed for meet- 
ing, shall yimmediately call the House to order, and, on the appear- 


ance of a quorum, shall cause the journal of the preceding day to 
be read. 


Vil. 
He shall preserve order and decorum, may speak to points of 
order in preference to other members, rising from his seat for that 
purpose, and shall decide questions of order, subject, to an appeal to 


the House by any two members, on which appeal no member shall 
speak more than once, unless by leave of the House. 


VIL. 
He shall have a general direction of the Hall. He shall have a 


right to name any member to perform the duties of the Chair; but 
such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment. 


IX. 
All Acts, Addresses, and Joint Resolutions shall be signed by the

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Speaker, and all Writs, Warrants, and Subpoenas, issued: by order of 
the House, shall be under his hand, attested by the Clerk. 


X. 


In case of any disturbance or disorderly. conduct*in the lobby, 
the Speaker (or Chairman of the Committee of the Whcle House) 
shall have power to order the same to be cleared. 


XI. 


SERGEANT-AT-ARMS AND DOORKEEPERS. F 

The Sergeant-at-Arms shall attend the House during its sittings, 
execute the commands of the House, and all process issued by 
authority thereof, directed to him by the Speaker. 


XII. 


It shall be the duty of the Doorkeeper to asssist the Sergeant-at- 
Arms in keeping the hall of the House in order, and attend to such 
other duties as the House may direct. 


XII. 


It shall be the duty of the Porter to attend to warming, lighting, 
and cleaning the hall, and such other duties as may be directed by 
the House. : 


XIV. 


Standing Committees, consisting, except when otherwise specified, 
of three members each, shall be appointed on the following subjects.

It shall be the duty of the Committee on Elections to examine 
and report upon the certificates of election, or other credentials, of 
the members returned to serve in this House, and to take into their 
consideration all such petitions, and other matters, touching elec- 
tions and returns as shall or may be presented or come into question, 
and be referred to them by the House. 


XVII. 


It shall be the duty of the Committee on Ways and Means to 
take into their considefation all such reports of the Treasury 
Department, and all such propositions relative to the revenue, as 
may be referred to them by the House, to inquire into the state of 
the public debt, or the revenue, and of the expenditure, and report 
from time to time, their opinion. thereon.

It shall be the: duty of the Committee on Military and Indian

After report, the bill shall again be sub- 
ject to amendment before the question is taken. . 


XXI. 


The rules of the House shall be obgerved in Committee of the 
Whole, so far as may be applicable, exéept limiting the time of 
speaking, and except that the ayes and’ nogs shall not be taken. 


A motion that the committee will rise shall always be in order, 
and shall be decided without debate.

If any member in speaking, or otherwise, transgress the rules of 
the House, the Speaker shall, or any member may, call to order, 
in which case the member so called to order shail immediately sit 
down, unless permitted to explain; and, if called to order by a 
member, such member shall immediately state the point of order. 
If the point of order be sustained by the Chair the member ‘shall 
not be allowed to proceed, but, if it be not sustained, then he ‘shall 
be permmitted to go on. Every such decision from the Chair 
shall be subject to an appeal to the House, but no discussion of a 
question of order shall be allowed, unless an appeal be taken from

A motign may be with- 
drawn at any time before amendment or decision. y 


XXIX. 


A motion to adjourn, or fix the time to which the House- will ad- 
journ, shall alwaysbe in order. The Clerk shall enter on the journal 
the name of any member moving an adjournment, and also the hour 
at which the motion was made.

When a question is under debate, or before the House, no motion 
shall be received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous

decided without debate, and no motion to postpone ‘to a day. cer- 
tain, to commit, or to postpone indefinately, being decided, shall 
again be allowed on the same day, and at the same stage of the 
proceedings. A motion to strike out the enacting clause of a bill 
or resolution shall have precedence of a motion to amend, and, if 
carried, shall be considered equivalent to its rejection.

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ANNUAL MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR. 


Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives : 


The temple of war is closed. No more shall its iron-mouthed 
and brazen-throated cannon peal forth dread “ migereres ” over half a 
thousand battlefields, where sleep their last sleep the victor and the 
vanquished. No more shall the ear of night be pierced with the 
echoes of fierce assault and stubborn defense from encompassed and 
beleaguered’ cities. The conflict is over, and with it expired ‘the 
cause. They who appealed to the last argument of kings, appealed in 
yain. The Constitution of our common country has been vindicated 
and the Union gallantly sustained. The destroyers have become 
restorers, and those who were the last in war have been the first to 
hail the glorious advent of peace. Each returning State is wel- 
comed with national joy; each renewed tie of the ancient fraternity 
of feeling is another evidence of the wisdom of the Government in. 
its position—that Statehood may be suspended, but can only with 
annihilation die. I heartily congratulate you as a source of pro- 
found gratitude to the God of Nations, that the representatives of 
thirty-seven sovereignties will assemble this December, as of yore, at 
the Capitol in Washington, over which the old flag floats with a new 
splendor, lighted by the Stately stars of a perfect constellation. In 
older communities the many precedents, as lamps, guide the feet 
of the Legislator in the beaten_way, but here in the paramount 
interest that presents itself, our legislation has no analogies. Per- 
sonal security ; protection of property ; the fostering of -moral and 
material advancement—will give wide scope for your judicious in- 
vestigation and patient research.

COMMON SCHOOLS. 


Herewith, is respectfully submitted. the report of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, containing the needed data for you 
to wisely consider in relation to our Territorial common school sys- 
tem, and wholesome suggestions in reference thereto: . 

I would commend an amendment to the school law, empowering 
the people of the school districts to raise money by a special tax,’ 
for building schoolhouses.

removed settlements. No words of mine are necessary to impress’ 
upon you the necessity of this measure, and the single fact that 


. Idaho is the only Territory lacking this -essential statute law, will 


carry with it its own argument and influence in its favor. 


DIVORCES. 


The course pursued by the late Territorial Legislature concerning 
the granting of divorces, is one worthy of imitation. The Courts 
are the proper tribunals before which all such cases legitimately 
belong, and they should be rightly left to their jurisdiction. 


TERRITORIAL AGRICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


For the better encouragement of ranchmen and farmers, who are 
making the valleys golden with grain, and who are growing with great 
perfection the most of our edible roots, as well as the fattening of 
kine; who, by their Jabors.in man’s primeval occupation give 
health and prosperity to our growing community, I would sug- 
gest the propriety of incorporating a “ Territorial Agricultural 
Society,” for improvement in the breeding of stock,-as well as 
in the labors of the dairy; being confident that the annual 
fairs, as in other portions of the United States, would be promotive 
of great good and mutual benefit. Annual addresses and the dis- 
tribution of premiums would be occasions where entertainment 
and instruction would most harmoniously blend. The comparison 
‘of different. modes of culture, the gathering together of natural 
productions, as well as female handicraft; with the interesting 
varieties of stock from homé as well as that reared abroad; with 
each year changing the location of the fair from one of the larger 
places in the Territory to another ; with the natural intermingling 
of citizens and interchange of ideas—could not but elevate us as 
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individuals, and still further as a young: and.-promising common:

FRANCHISES. 


Public roads are of primary importance for mail routes, passenger 
routes, and freight routes, as the best means of communicating with 
the neighboring States and Territories ; im fact, unblest as we are by 
either a seahoard or navigable rivers at all seasons of the year, 
they are our main reliance for transpdrtation of every kind, and 
should be fostered and improved throughout every portion of the 
Territory. Wherever chartered rights are granted, they should be 
zealously guarded, and only given when responsible security will 
guarantee the necessary expenditure, without which special fran- 
chises should be null and yoid. By leaving the matter of toll on 
roads and bridges to be fixed by the county commissioners of the 
several ‘counties, it would place the subject more immediately in the 
hands of the people in their respective localities. © i 


SNAKE RIVER TO BE MADE NAVIGABLE. 


The few obstructions which exist to the navigation of the Sho- 
shone River, between Lewiston and Wallula, ought and should be 
removed. Asa matter of justice to Northern Idaho, I renew the 
recommendation that Congress be memorialized, and feel confident 
that by repeated exertion this desirable internal improvement will 
at last be achieved. ‘ » 3 


MINT AND ASSAY OFFIOR. 


An acknowledged necessity exists for the location of an assay” 


office and: mint within the confines of our Territory. The produc- 
tion, at" the lowest approximate estimate, of seventeen millions of 
dollars in gold and silver for the last year, with the fairest prospect 
of a large increase on those figures in the future, is of itself a 
powerful argument in its favor; add to this the burden imposed 
upon the honest miner: by a tax of from five to eight per cent. in 
expense and transportation, ere his dust can be turned into dollars, 
and you have really so strong a case thatit does not seem possible 
that Congress will long negative a memorial of the Territorial Legis- 
lature in its favor. ‘The mint and assay office of Dahlonaga, in 
the State of Georgia, was established when the production of gold 
in that State was computed -by only as many thousands as ours is 
of millions ; and even now, gold-producing States have had granted 
both mints and assay offices, while depending ypon the gold and 
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silver produced beyond their borders. It is but just here to remark, 
that Legal Tender Notes are sold higher for gold in Idaho than in 
San Francisco or New York ; no better evidence could be given of 
the faith of the people in the stability of the Government, or their 
loyalty to the Union. at l 
Your attention to this matter is sincerely desired, as preëminently 
right and proper. eo

LEWISTON WAGON RỌAD TO HELENA. | 


i 
It is left to your discretion whether it would not. be well to 
memorialize Congress for an appropriation for the construction of a 
road from Lewiston, in Northern Idaho, to Helena, in tha Territory 
of Montana, via the Lolo Fork and Bitterroot Valley. From the 
rapidly-increasing trade in that direction, and the late important 
discoveries in the Blackfoot country of the precious metals, as well 
as the difficulties attendant upon the navigation of the head waters 
of the Missouri River, this route is the nearest now known between 
the two points named. lLadened pack mules have made the trip in 
less than twelve days. The commerce once secured by a passable 
highway, the benefits would be incalculable in opening up the 
country for settlement as well as render permanent what is now but 

a temporary trade and intercourse from the Pacific slope. 


MULLAN ROAD. 


A memorial for an appropriation from Congress for clearing the 
obstructions in the Mullan wagon road is recommended. Ranches 
are already being located in the valleys of the Palouse, the Lah-toh, 
and on the plains of the Spokane River, and the new discoveries 
of gold-bearing ledges in the Coeur d’Alene Mountains give great 
promise for the future of this outlet to the Columbia River. It also 
would ‘facilitate the communication with forts Benton and Union, its 
most eastern terminus, through a grazing and timbered country, 
capable of yielding a rich return to the settler. 


MAILS. 


The subject is again renewed of the want of proper mail service, 
both daily and tri-weekly. In many parts of the Territory it works 
great hardship from the high price-of express letter postage. Con- 


gress, by declaring post routes, can alone remedy this great incon- 
venience.

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RAILROAD FROM SALT LAKE TO THE COLUMBIA RIVER. 


After careful series of soundings at low water it has been found 
that the Snake or Shoshone River can be made navigable at a nom- 
inal expenge from Old’s Ferry to Salmon’ Falls, a distance of two 
hundred and fifty miles, thus making an important link in the chain 
of railroad communication from the north end of Great Salt Lake 
to Wallula wa Grand Ronde Valley and, Walla Walla, over the 
lowest pass of the Blue Mountains. ot 

With about one hundred miles of navigation on Great Salt Lake, 
we have less than four hundred miles of. railroad to build to render 
a branch Pacific Railroad a success, whose entrepôt will be Portland, « 
and its terminus Great Salt Lake City. This route is some five 
hundred miles nearer China and Japan than the trunk route through 
Nevada and California, and by your indorsement of the state of 
facts in a proper way by memorial, it cannot fail to attract favorably 
the attention of Congress, that we.may have the same chartered 
rights and government bounty to induce its construction that has 
been given to other measures of a similar character. Thus the 
Columbia River, the natural avenue of commerce, would attract the- 
trade of the Orient as well as the Occident, and form the last grand 
link in this truly national highway. Oregon, as well as the territo- 
ries of Montana and Washington, will be largely the gainers by its 


progress and completion.

Valley lands of great fertility await the grain grower, and bound- 
less fields of the best pasturage for the herder and grazer. A 
healthy climate, an exhilarating atmosphere, with a warm welcome 
to all those who come to make this their home. 


ROUTES TO NEVADA AND CALIFORNIA. 


During the last year, two new travel routes have been opened : - 
one from Ruby City via Camp Lyon, Camp Alvord, Surprise Val- 
ley, Goose Lake, and Fort Crook to Red Bluff, California. The 
other, from the same starting point, via Camp Bidwell, Starr City, 
and Susanville, t Chico, on the Sacramento River. ; 

Upon the latter a mail contract was let, but owing to the hostile 
demonstrations by the Indians of Northern Nevada, Eastern Ore- 
gon, and Southern Idaho, it has been partially abandoned. 

The thanks of Idaho are due to the late departmental commander, 
Major-General McDowell, for the establishment of military posts 
upon these routes, the furnishing of escorts, and the great interest 
he so cordially manifested in protecting all the people who have 
traversed these thoroughfares. 

Arrangements are now in progress and efforts are being made 
which, during the coming year, will tend, without a doubt, to ren- 
der safe from Indian outrages the ingress and egress to and from 
our Territory. 

No one can sympathize more deeply than I do with the victims 
of Indian spoliations, and the red man must sooner or later learn that 
it is not only to their interest, but they are obliged to live in quie- 
tude and peace with their white neighbors. 
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Much has been: done, but ‘much remains to do, and ‘no lack of 
effort or energy on my. part’shall be wanting to attain the great 
result of freedom from annoyance from those L will cheerfully labor 
to render permanently friendly. 

It is anticipated that the coming year will witness these routes 
most thoroughly established, and the intercourse with Nevada and 


California proportionately increaséd in'value and importance.

A WEALTH OF IDAHO. ` 


A bird’s-eye view of théaccumulating discoveries in our mineral 
resources, reveals that we have no less than three thousand gold 
and silyer-bearing quartz ledges, graded in their value as in their 
richness, and new discoveries and new locations are being made 
almost daily.

But this is not all; beds of the best coal, 
both anthracite and bituminous, with rock salt, sulphur, and gypsum, 
(better known as the fertilizing plaster of commerce) while the 
most precious of gems, the diamond, has been discovered in our 
gulches —all give you a feeling foretaste of the illimitable extent 
of Idaho’s varied mineral wealth, when the hand of man shall have 
unbosomed her hidden treasures. 

The wide extent of our auriferous placers, only a moiety of 
which have been well prospected, checkered as they are by aurifer- 
ous quartz lodes and leads are rivaled only by argentiferous 
mountain ledges striated, laminated, and foliated with silver in 
chlorides, sulphurets, arsenical, antimonial, and virgin. This pre- 
sents a fabulous array of marvelous deposits which will require 
the industry of ages to develop and exhaust. 


CONCLUSION, 


In accordance with the-provisions of the Organic Act, it will be 
‘my desire to concur in all Jegislation which shall tend to harmonize 
the conflicting interests of all sections of the Territory that you, in 
your best judgment, may see fit.to enact. In your deliberations,

REPORT. 


Mr. Beatty, from Select Joint Committee, reported as follows. 
Mr. Speaker : i 


Your Joint Select Committee for the investigation of claims of 
Boise County, to whom was referred House Bill number three, 
entitled an Act for the Relief of Boise County, have the honor to 
report that they have had the same under careful, consideration, and 
have endeavored to give the entire subject-matter, involving the 
merits of the bill, a thorough and dispassionate investigation, not 
only with a view to fix the amount, if any, which has been expended - 
by Boise County for the maintenance of Territorial prisoners, but 
also to ascertain where the defect in the law may have been, or 
where the misconduct of officers may have produced any doubt or. 
difficulty in the matter, to the end that the public censure, if any 
there be, may fall upon those to whom it properly belongs. 
~ The bill referred to us asks for an appropriation of eight thousand, 
nine hundred and sixty-nine dollars and thirty cents, to be paid to 
Boise County out of any money now in the hands of the County 
Treasurer of said county, in reimbursement for the sums expended 
by Boise County for the maintenance of Territorial prisoners up to 

anuary Ist, 1865. 

It requires no argument to support the position that if said 
county has been compelled, by the force of circumstances, to 
expend money for the benefit of the Territory, and that the Legis- 
lature has made no appropriation or provision for. such expendi- 
tures, adequate to the circumstances, that the claim is one which is 
justly entitled to the candid consideration of your Honorable Body. 
If the county has been either compelled by the force of circum- 
stances, to support Territorial prison convicts, or to turn them 
Toose upon the community, thereby endangering the lives and prop- 
erty of the people and giving up the country to utter lawlessness, 
the justice of the claim is obvious. If the Territory ‘has had the 
use of the county’s money for a long period, that money should be ` 
returned. 

The Territorial Prison‘Commissioner, in his late report to the 
Legislative Assembly, advances the same views as to the justness 


Ay 
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of the claim, and settles the fact that the-county has thus advanced 
money to the Territory in the keeping of these Territorial pris- 
oners. In that report he says: 

“At the time this claim accrued, there was no ‘provision for its 
payment, and-the expenses of keeping prisoners were certainly 
greater than at any subsequeut date. It is highly important that 
this claim should be equitably adjusted between the Territory and 
Boise County, and I respectfully subniit this question of extra 
compensation to your favorable consideration. The question of 
making a special appropriation for its payment is also submitted to 
your consideration.” (See Report, page 6.) . 

Having determined the fact that no provision was provided for 

these expenses at the time they accrued, and that the claim still 
remains unsettled, it remained for us only to ascertain the amount 
so expended by the county, either by cash paid through the instru- 
mentality of special preferred warrants, or by county warrants 
still outstanding and unpaid, for which the county is liable. 
- Your committee, on entering on this: portion of their investiga- 
tions, were met with one serious obstacle. Many of the county rec- 
ords, bills, vouchers, and. other important papers relating to this 
indebtedness, were destroyed by the fire at Idaho City in May 
last. i 
The amount of that indebtedness claimed in the bill referred to 
us, is fixed in the sum of eight thousand nine hundred and sixty- 
nine dollars and thirty cents. This estimate was made by a special 
committee appointed in January last by the Board of County Com- 
missioners of that county, to whom the matter was referred, with 
instructions to ascertain and report the amount paid by the county 
for these Territorial prisoners. Said committee was composed of 
Geo. O. Hough, District Attorney ; J. M. Murphy, County Auditor; 
and Ben. M. Anderson, County Commissioner. At that time many 
of the papers and records, subsequently destroyed, were still in 
existence, affording that committee other and more direct sources 
of information than it was possible for your committee, at this period, 
to obtain. 

In order to obtain possession of all the evidence possible, which 
would throw any light upon the subject, your committee, at its first 
meeting, made an order for copies of all orders and ‘vouchers relat- 
ing to the matter now on file in any of the county offices of Boise 
County, and for so many of the original journals and papers as 
could be obtained, and dispatched a messenger to Idaho City for 
that special purpose. From the certified documents laid before us 
on this order, we- have derived all the information accessible, and 
all, we believe, now in existence relating to the subject. 

The process by which we obtained the result now submitted to 
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your Honorable Body was necessarily entirely different from that 
adopted by the former County Committee, and the slight difference 
between the two results, derived through two independent channels, 
is perhaps the best evidence that could be desired of the spirit of 
candor with which that report was made, and of the correctness of 
the estimates arrived at and now submitted for your action. 

If the former Board of County Commissioners had complied with 
its duties in auditing its accounts against the county, in requiring 
all bills to be itemized, there would have been ‘no difficulty in at 
once ascertaining the amount for which the county became liable 
for these Territorial prisoners. 

On investigation, however, we find that such was not the case. 
In many instances, and in ‘fact most of them, no items were stated | 
in the bills, and none entered in the record of proceedings. Noth- 
ing appears of record except the name of" the party preferring 
the bill and the amount allowed, in bulk. The most incongruous 
elements often appear together in some of these bills; for instance, 
we find in one case six hundred and forty dollars allowed for mak- 
ing out a copy of the delinquent tax list, and boarding prisoners, 
without particularizing the amounts. This manner of transacting 
public business of an important nature, so vitally affecting the inter- 
ests of the public, calls for the severest condemnation on the part 
of your committee. This negligence of the Commissioners was not 
only gross, but criminal. The principal case in which we find a 
full statement of bills allowed by that Board appears in the last 
day’s proceedings, as the last act of that body, written up after the 
Board had gone out of office, in which said Board (Markham, 
Geer, and Van Pelt) paid themselves in cash, by preferred war- 
rants, in the sum of two hundred and eighty-nine dollars. 

As no satisfactory result could be drawn from this source, your 
committee were compelled to adopt a different process to artive at 
any satisfactory conclusion. For that purpose we have taken the 
list of the five Territorial prisoners, the dates of their conviction, 
the length of time in which they were held in confinement in the 
county jail, up to January. Ist, A.D. 1865, together with what is 
believed by us to be a reasonable rate of compensation for board 
and guard; also, for blankets, medical attendance, irons, etc. The 
list of names of the five Territorial prisoners will also be found in 
the official report of the Territorial Prison Commissioner, page four. 

The following statement embodies a full and complete recapitu- 
lation of all the items allowed by us. :

Tn the foregoing table we have allowed for board and guard from 
the dates of conviction, which we believe to be the dates when the 
convicts legitimately became a Territorial charge. The board we 
have fixed at twenty dollars per week, which is very reasonable, 
and, in fact, lower than the amount actually paid by the county, in 
many cases. The present law, not then in operation, allows fourteen 
dollars, which is really inadequate for the purpose. 

As is remarked by the Territorial Prison Commissioner, in his 
Report, page six, referring to this matter, “the expense of keeping 
prisoners was certainly greater than at any subsequent date.” 


_ That such was the case appears from the official report of the Inves- 


tigating Committee on the financial affairs of that county, in which 
we find that Mr. Pinkham, then Prison Keeper, was frequently 
allowed preferred warrants, drawing the cash immediately, at the 
rate of twenty-four dollars per week, for boarding these five Terri- 
torial prisoners. 

For guarding prisoners we have allowed eight dollars for the 
Prison Keeper, and five dollars for the Guard, being the same 


, amounts allowed since the first of January to Mr. Bowen by the 


present Territorial Prison Commissioner, for similar services under 
the present law. * 3 

. In fixing the amounts for clothing and washing, medical attend- 
ance, blankets, and irons, all of which constitute but a trifling portion 
of the total amount, we have taken the accounts audited by the 
Commiissioners during that period for those purposes, and apportioned 
them between the county and Territory to the best of our ability, 
and which is not far from correct. They are certainly reasonable 
charges. ' 

The amount charged for rent (seventy-five dollars) was for the 
use of the building used for prison purposes, prior to the erection of 
the present jail. : 

We find that the total amount of money paid out, in cash and 
warrants, by the county, for expenses incurred in the maintenance 
of Territorial prisoners, to January Ist, A.D. 1865, to be $8,126. 
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On investigation, of the items as allowed by us, we believe that they 
will be found in every case to be lower than that actually charged 
to and paid by the county. The larger portion of the indebtedness 
was paid in cash by the county. For the balance the county issued 
its warrants and is responsible for, and is paying interest thereon 
from the date of issuance, at the rate of ten per cent. per annym. 
To the above stated amount for expenses the interest has not been 
added, but it legitimately belongs to it, as the county has been, and 
still is paying interest on its warrants, by reason of the account. 
Tncreasing the above amount with the interest thereon for one year 
even, from the first of J anuary, 1865, and the total amount varies 
but a few dollars from that claimed in ‘the bill for the relief of Boise 
County. 

You committee would therefore recommend an amendment to 
the bill, by striking out in line five, of the Preamble, the words 
“ninth ‘day of April,” and inserting the words “seventh day of 
March,” and in lime seven, of the Preamble, the amount, $8,969.30; 
in line six of Section one, the same figures, and inserting either the 
sum of $8,128, being the amount ascertained by us, or that amount 
increased with the interest thereon to date of passage of this Act. 

Your committee unite in the recommendation that the interest 
should be added to the amount of $8,126. 

With the above amendments, we recommend the passage of the

Your Committee on Territorial Affairs, to whom was referred 
Council Bill number twenty-nine, an Act to provide for the Public 
Printing and Distribution of the Laws and Journals, beg leave to 
report as follows : ; PO 

ist. Your committee find that the present Secretary of the Ter- 
tory claims the right to appoint the Territorial Printer, by virtue of 
‘the power conferred upon him by the Organic Act, and by authority 
of instructions from the Secretary of the Treasury of the United 
States, and that he has accordingly appointed Jas. S. Reynolds & Co. 
Territorial Printers of the Territory of Idaho. 

Your committee are of opinion that Idaho Territory is the first 
and orly Territory of the United States,‘from 1787 to the organi- 
zation of Idaho Territory, where this matter has been taken out of 
the hands of the representatives of the people, and placed in the 
hands of irresponsible persons; for the Secretary of the Territory, or 
the Public Printer appointed by him, are not responsible to the 
people of Idaho Territory, or to their representatives. This inno- 
vation on the Territorial Policy of the United States, has resulted 
in great evil to the people of Idaho Territory. 
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2d. The Laws and Journals passed at the Second Session of the 
Legislative Assembly have not, as yet, been published. Conse- 
quently the people are living under laws of which they know little 
or nothing, and the Courts of law are required to adjudicate upon 
laws of which they are but imperfectly informed. 

3d. The result of a system, or innovation, at best; is irregularity, 
delay, and failure in the publication and distribution of the Laws and ` 
Journals. All this evil would be remedied in future publications of 
the Laws and Journals if the public Printer was made responsible 
to the representatives of the people, for the prompt and faithful per- 
formance of his duty ; this the bill before your committee provides 
for, by making the officers elective every:two years by the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, antl requiring him to give bonds in the sum of five 
thousand dollars for the faithful performance of his duties. 

Ath. Your committee are ‘further of opmion that ~the power 
claimed by the Secretary of this Territory is an usurpation, com- 
menced by a former Secretary, and continued by the present one ; 
and in support of this opinion we cite the following considerations - 
and authorities : . 

We have examined the “ instructions,’ now on file at the office 
of the Territorial Secretary, and find therein no authority for such 
an assumption of power on the part of the Secretary. The said 
“instructions” are entirely silent as to who shall do the Territo- 
rial Printing. The language of the “instructions” authorize the 
Territorial Secretary to “ superintend” the printing and to “ dis- 
burse” the amount appropriated or allowed therefor. Evidently the 
“instructions ” contemplate that the sole duty of the Territorial 
Secretary in the premises, is to see that the United States are not 
wronged in the quality, prices, or quantity of the Territorial Print- 
ing, executed by order of the Legislative Assembly. 

We quote the language of the “ instructions,’; under the author- 
ity of which the Secretary claims to act: 


“ TREASURY DEPARTMENT, 
& Controllers Office, May 8th, 1863. 


— 


“ PHE PUBLIC PRINTING. 


“Your attention is invited to the Circular of this office, dated 
October 10th, 1855, issued by direction of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, copies of which are herewith. In order that no injustice 
may be suffered, either by the United States or the printers in the 
Territory, in the action had in this connection by this Department, 
I have caused to be prepared a series of interrogatories relative to 
work of this character. The paper containmg them is headed, 
‘Printing Establishments in the Territories.’

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“ Upon the organization of the Territory, and with the least pos- 
sible delay, you will report the result of your inquiries, and also 
make a similar report on the first of January annually. These 
reports will form the basis of a tarif of prices to be established by 
a Te by which your disbursethents on this account will be regu- 
ated. 

“ You will be careful to forward the bills for printing, rendered 


. as directed in the Circular, heretofore referred to, specimens of all 


the printing executed under your ggpervision, for measurement. 
This Department claims and exercises the right, under existing laws, 
to regulate the price and quantity of the Territorial printing. 

“ It will be your personal duty, if the labor of your office will 
possibly permit it, to make the necessary indices to these documents 
(i.e., the Laws and Journals), and to superintend their printing, to 
save, as far as you can, the expense of copying the laws for the 
printer, the printed bills of which you will probably have a sufficient 
number on hand after furnishing the two Houses with as many as 
may be required for their use, might be altered to suit the laws as 
passed, based upon them.” 

This is the nearest language which your committee can find in 
the “instructions” to giving the Territorial Secretary the power 
which he claims. 

It will be seen that the Department at Washington claims no 
further control over this matter than to “regulate the price and 
quantity” of ‘the printing in the Territories. The bill before your 
committee contains a tariff of prices; but this tariff of prices is 
merely suggestive—not obligatory upon the Department as to the 
rates for printing and material in this Territory. It is believed 
that the prices are very reasonable. 

Neither is the power of appointing a Territorial Printer conferred 
upon the Territorial Secretary by the language of our Organic 
Act. Section eleven, of our Organie Act, contains the only refer- 
ence to this subject, as follows : 

“ And there shall also be appropriated a sufficient sum to be 
expended by the Secretary of the Territory, and upon an estimate 
to be made by the Secretary of the Treasury of the United States, 
to defray the expenses of the Legislative Assembly of the Terri- 
tory, the printing of the laws, and other incidental expenses; and 
the Governor and the Secretary of the Territories shall, in the dis- 
bursement of all moneys entrusted to them, be governed solely by 
the instructions of the Secretary of the Treasury of the United 
States, and shall semi-annually account to the said Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States for the manner in which the afore- 
said sums of money shall have been expended; and no expenditure 
to be paid out of the money appropriated by Congress shall be made 
by such Legislative Assembly, for objects not specially authorized 
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by the acts of Congress making the appropriations, nor beyond the 
sums thus appropriated for such objects.” 

This passage ¢learly and expressly intimates that the Legislative 
Assembly may appropriate money for the objects specified by the 
Act of Congress in making the appropriation. By reference to the 
United States laws, page 165, First Session, XXX VIII Congress, 
it will be seen that twenty thousand dollars have been appropriated 
by Congress “for compensation and mileage of the members of the - 
Legislative Assembly, officers, clerks, and contingent expenses.” 

In the Organic Act, as we have seen, printing is included in the 
“incidental expenses.” So that here is not the only right of the . 
Legislative Assembly to appoint or elect its own printer, but it may 
appropriate money for his compensation out of the money appro- 
priated by Congress, provided the aggregate amount of the Legis- 
lative expenses do not exceed the twenty thousand dollars appro- 
priated by Congress for that purpose. 

Upon this subject of Territorial printing, the language of the 
Organic Act of Idaho, already quoted, is the same as that in all 
the Organic Acts passed by the United States Congress for the last 
twenty years. Minnesota, Iowa, Kansas, Colorado, New Mexico, 
Oregon, Washington, Nevada, and Nebraska, their Organic Acts 
contain precisely the same words as ours on this point, and on the 
statute books of each and every one of these Territories, as far as 
we have had access to them, we find laws providing for the election 
of a Public Printer by the Legislature, on Joint Ballot (see Statutes 
of Oregon, pp. 468-9, and of Washington, pp. 503-4). The Sta- 
tutes of Oregon and Washington Territories derive peculiar force 
from the fact, that the Governors not having a veto power had to be 
submitted to, and were approved by Congress. So that this prac- 
tice of electing a Territorial Printer by the Legislatures has 
received the direct sanction of Congress. Your committee recom- 
mend an additional section to the bill under consideration, provid- 
ing for the publication of the laws in the newspaper to be published 
by the Territorial Printer, and recommend the passage of the bill 
ag amended. i
